The Nebraska Choautaugua assembly
that will be held at Crete on the hand-
some assembly grounds, commencing
June 20, promises o exceod in interost
and enteriainment all former gatherings.
The admirable suceess of the summoer's
meeting a year ago placed the Crete as-
senbly as one of the prominent fixtures
of the state, and this year promises to
cclipse nny former gatharing. Dr. A, K.
Dunning, of Boston, will, as herotofore,
be the superimtendent in charge, and Mr,
F. 1. Foss, of Crata, the president of the
nssembly, is now actively at work, as he
has been for some time past, in the work
of a preliminary nuature. Among the
lecturers alrendy seenred are Dr. George
F. Pentecost, of Brooklyn, Frank Beard,
the artist who so deligntad every wvisitor
to the grounds last yeur; Colonel [Homer
i) Sprague, of Cabifornia; Hon., George
W. Bain, of Kentucky; Rev. Dr. P S.
Henson, of Chicagzo; Dr. J. 'L Duryen, of
Boaton, and A, K. Winship, of Boston,
elditor of the New Eagland Journul of
Education. The muzieal department will
be, ns horotofore, one of the great attrae-
tions. Prof. W, I'. Sherwin, of Chieago,
wliose nume is o houschold word in mu-
sical  cireles, assisted by Prof. C.
A, Boyle, of the Baptist unmiver-
sity of Kansas, will have churge
of nll classes in musie, and the celebrated
Sechubert quartette will, with other sing-
ers of note, be in attendance through the
daysof tho assembly. In the normal
departments all elasses to accommodate
students will be in churge of experi-
encad teachors, the list including such
names as J. D, Stewart, Rev. A, A,
Wright of the Chantaugqua school of
thoology, Prof. R. 8. Holmes, Mra. M. (+.
Kennedy and others. The Lincoln eir-
cle, tllu{arguul in the state, which num-
bers & mewmbership of nearly one hun-
dred, will make its headquarters during
the entire nssembly on the ﬁruunda. and
will be glad to welcome all Chautanquans
in the state to the hospitable tent that
they will spread. In conversution with
President Foss, that gentleman stated
that the programmes were now in the
hands of the printers, and would soon be
ready for distribution. Mr. Foss also
states that lawyers' day—that wasd insti-
tuted at tho assembly Iast year—will be a
feature of the coming gathering. The
lawyerz of the state have raised nearly
$1,000 for a huildln;f that will be built at

once in readiness for the summer meet-
ln'g. The lawyers' building will be one
of the finest on the grounds, and estab-
lish the permanency of their summer
meetings hereafter,

The Nebraska Press association will
also build for themselves an editors'
home on the grounds, and have their
building and their special day on the
programme. At the annual meeting of
the association in Omaha, and at a Inter
meeting in Lincoln, collections wero
taken for this building fund and g138
waore raised toward the building. While
the newspaper men o mnot expect to
build a $1,000 building, they want to
make as good ashowingas possiblein
this line, and they will build with what-
ever funds they may raise. ‘I'he presi-
dent, secrotary, and Mr. J. W, Craig, of
the Press sassociation, are the building
committee, and they desire all who are
willing to contribute to this fund, great
or small, to forward names and amount
to the secretary, J. A. McMurphy, at
Wahoo, or the president, H. M. Bush-
nell, at Lincoln. The sucretary will also
make a personal visit to the jouranalists of
Omahan, in the intercsts of the buildin
fund. Editors’ day at the assembly wi
have its own programme. A, E. Win-
ship, of the New England Journal of Ed-
ucation, is already secured, a partial
promise has been made by Bob Burdette,
and Judge Goodwin, of the Salt Lake
Tribune, will be secured if possible. It
will bo one of the most interesting and
profitable mectings of the ussoviation,
aud pave the way for permanentsum-
mer meetings at the home on the
grounds.

A REAL OLD TIME ACROBAT.

Bketohes Trom the Life of Henry M
Malilton.

ASTONISHING AND AGILE ACTS.

—

How he Startled Europe—Jocko, the
LBirazilian Ape—A Pere

former who Saved His
Salary and s Happy.

In a eozy home in Ellsworth street in
Philpdelphia lives Henry M. Majilton,
who forfor thirteen years of his early life
was the wonder of showmoen and who
lins been for twenty-five years more than
n wonder to those who knew him bhecause
of the marvelous eheeriness with he has
endured a  life of physieal inanmity
cauzed by a parslysis of his lower ex-
tremitios, the result ot a spinal disloea-
tion following o fall while doing a tlying
trapeze act in the London Alhambra in
Mareh, 1801,

His first venture in “the hisiness™ was
in 1848, when he was engaged as a Ytum-
bler™ by Aaron Turner, whese circus
starvted frome Hamilton, O, and worked
the season East through New York and
Noew England.  His salary was $0 a week
and found, and  the best performers in
tho show did not get more than theiee the
sium,  “Tim Turner, says the Philadelphia
Thmes, who was the fic=t Lo turn a somer-
sault onoa horse (with o pad), was the
principal rider, and there was o four
horse  aet  rider and  a seenie
rider (ehanging costumes while in full
eareer), a clown, aerobats,  sluck
rope daneer, about ten ;_nvr!‘nrlm-rq inall
and about sixty peoplein all with tho
show, which exhibited in a forty foot
ring under a single pole tent of 100 feet
dinmeter, holding, on a pinch, nearly
1,000 people. Thers was a stand and
two shows every day; the expenses were
not over 200 a day, and when the
waonther was good anbout that amonnt was
cleared, In those cheap days 50 cents a
day paid for the food for the men, and
from 15 to 25 cents o day for the horses.
There were no lady performers with the
show, and yet it was considered a very
mood girens in its day, Majilton wans with
Turner two seasons, during which timo
ho invented the three pole tent, which
permitted a great enlargement of the
canvas, and which isused by all the trav-
eling  ecircuses outside of such hig
shows as Barnum's or Forepaugh's
todday. In 1850 he eongagel with
Spaulding & Rogers, and remained
with them until 1858, working his way
up to the top of his profession by hard
work, sobriety, a genius for universality
and a rare invention of new and hitherto
supposcd impossible acts, and command-
ing the biggest snlary of the day. He
wiug with Spaulding & Rogers when
they ran thetr floating cirens up and
down the Missigsippi river and its larger
tributaries, and it was while with these
managzers that he made himself famous
in his charaeter of Jocko, in “*‘Jocko, or
the Brazilian Ape.”!

The original of the character was
Henry Leech, an Englishman, whose
yrofossional name was Outto Motti.  His
yolly was of the size of an ordinary man’s
but his legs were only a foot long, yet
sueh was his agility tnat he could outran,
on all fours, a wvery fair runner., His
skeleton is in Mme. Tussaud’s exhibition
in London. The Ravels afterward in-
troduced the character n their panto-
mimes, but it was left to Majilton
to brin it to owerfection. Heu
had wonger!ul strength in his hands
and could waik with his hands hanging
under an ordinary floor joist, his wholo
waoight depumlin[ﬁ upon the grip between
his thumbs and their opposing ftingers,
with perfect ease; and he occasionally
astonished n braggart of the profession
by walking on his handa on a slack rope
or on the hawser with which the circus
was towed by the steamer. This singulur
faculty made him an expert climber and
he would run up und down the interior
of the cireus and leap the rail of tiers
and run along them with an agility that
no ape avuld execel. He fairly rolled with
luuglhwr when he told how he freight-
ened the colored people on the Missis-

q';grl. .

n one occasion,when he leaped among
them, chattering and grimscing, many
jumped, in their fright, through the win-
dows of the circus mto the river, and
were reseued with diffieulty. “For God's
sake,stop this," said Spaulding afterward
or we will have dead niggers Lo pay for!'
In Deeember, 18534, while pluying in
Charleston, he created almost o panie in
the thoater. One of the scrub women
was stationed in the third tier with a
stuttod baby, and Majilton, in his Jocko
act, snutched it from her, and, jumnping
to the side of the proscenium boxes, beat
its head ngainst the wood and then threw
it to the stage and jumped on 1t, the
women yelling all the while and the amli-
ence in n terrible uproar of terror and
mdignation.

Many of his acis were of his own n-
vention, and two at least have never been
performed since.  In one or two of these
he laid on his back on the end of a pole
carried by s second on the stage in a
waist socket, and in the apparently pain-
ful and perilous position a third per-
former elimbed to him and hung from his
feet and hands, and cut all sorts of didos.
It wus to a greal extent, however, a
trick, a8 his waist was incused in an
armor from which protuded in the buek
an iron peg, which fitted a socket on the
top of the pole, the peg being pnlled into
place before he elimbed and after he de-
soended from the pole, and giving no
sign other than that his flesh alona bore
upon the pole's top. The other act was
the double plate spinning, one of the per-
formers standing or the hend of the
other and both spinning and exchanging
plates by tossing them up and down,

In 1859, Majilton and four companions
visiterdl Europe, performing in France,
Spain, [Italy, Germany and England,
making a great deal of money and aston-
ishing the acrobuts and gymnasts across
the water by their wonderful business,
‘This tour ended with the accident to Ma-
jilton in 1861. Ho was for gix months in
London under the care of the ablest sur-
zeous, who could do nothing for him,and
s since resided in Philadelphia,  That
ne has a competence is well known. *'I
always saved my money," he said, *and
when other performers would upbraid
me for not going with them and spend-
ing my money [ would reply that it was
my duty to earn my salary, and that if |

ot drunk I could not act.” During his

suropean tour he and his companions
Plared ulwiuys for half the gross receipts,

le saved his money and s to-day inde-
penient, while all the others died in Pov-
erty. He has a nice home, a pony phae-
ton i which hé is driven out in good
weather and employs his time with read-
ing and music, being a very per-
former on the violin and flute., Take
him for all and all, and in spite of his
aflliction Henry M. Majilton is certainly
8 bappy man.
